HOW TO PIUDVEXT FUUCS. 


"Firo records show that 73 per cent of all fires In 


clUes and In tho country districts arc duo to puro 
carelessness. 
Thoro aro thousands of flro preven- 


tion suggestions which might bo applied universally 
but tho individual must train himself and herself 
to think 'fire1 and bo careful. 


"Don't leave now matches whoro children can got 


at them and don't throw burned matches in anything 
but a metal receiver—nftor being1 perfectly auro that 
they arc out. 


"Train yourself and tho members of your family 


not to enter dark rooms, garrets, cellars or closets, 
particularly rooms whoro rubbish Is stored, with 
burning matches, candles or other open flames. 


"Sec that your gas or lamp brackets aro well 


away from all woodwork and open windows and that 
It Is Impossible for shades or curtains to blow against 
a flame. 


"Never have a stove near woodwork -which la un- 


protected by metal sheeting and never dump hot 
eahes Into wooden receptacles. 


"Do not store volatile oil« In your house and tn- 


Btruct all those who rire under your control In tho 
use of korosono, jjnuollno nnd otlior 
Inflammable 


materinl. 


"Novor clean or permit others to clean garments 


with volatile fluids at night or in tho daytlmo if 
there Is nn open flame In the room. 


"Never use or permit the use of oil larrfps that aro 


tophoavy or arc flttod with pnpor or cloth shades. 


"Do not use candles on Christmas trr-es or for 


night deer-ration except under constant observation 
and wllh extromo care. 


"See that oily rags aro never loft on the premises. 


Burn all oily rags tho moment you are through 
with them. 


WATCH HOMES. 


"Kco that your homo and placo of business aro 


amply provided with handy flre-cxtlngulshers of a 
standard make, easy of access, and that everyone in 
your employ and all tho members of your family uro 
trained how to uso them In cmerg-encies. 


"Clean out all chimney flues at least once each 


year. 


"Never bank country houses In winter with straw 


or olher Inflammable material and uso wooden shin- 
gles only on bad boys. A majority of fires in tho 


country houses begin from sparks lighting on dry 
wooden shingles. 


"Replace broken gas tips and lamp chimneys im- 


mediately. 


"Examine at frequent Intervals all gas connections 


and never uso gas stoves with rubber connections. 
Hunt for gas leaks only with an electric flash lamp. 


"Employ only expert electricians to make electri- 


cal rt'palrn and se'e that all wires on or In the house 
pnss through metal nlplng and that all wires are 
property Insulated. 
: 


"In tho place of business 'and the homo the one- 


quart 
fire extinguisher 
is the 'surest precaution 


known today. 
And it Is very .important that every 


man, woman and child be taught how to use them 
and where they may be found In emergencies. 


"Thousands of fires aro' nipped at the start by 


the userfof hand flro extingrulshers. They are always 
ready for use and are: perfectly harmless, even. In 
the most Inexperienced-hand's. 


"Above all, observe National Flro Prevention Day, 


October 9th, by seeing that all rubbish and inflam- 
mable materials are removed from your premises, 
and that your home and loved ones are protected 
from tho fires which not even, tho greatest care 
can ward off."

STRANGE VEGETABLES 


MULTIPLYING WITH YOUR FINGERS 


To thoao to whom memorizing is hard, and ns a. 


matter of interest and possible service, to tho aver- 
ngo person as well, It may bo worth while to ex- 
plain an almost mechanical process of multiplica- 
tion of surprising simplicity by which tho product 
of numbers as hlgrh 03 25 times 25, or even beyond, 
may ho quickly arrived at. 


Tho only requirement Is that tho flngors and 


thumbs bo mentally numbered or labeled. Thus, let 
each thumb represent tho- flguro six, each Index 
finger soven, each mlddlo finger cig-ht, each ring 
fingor ten. 
Let tho flngors of ono hand represent 


tho tho multiplicand and tho other hand represent 
tho multiplier, 
Touch tho proper fingor of ono 


hand and closo those below. Now tako the number 
of closed fingers of ono hand and multiply It by tho 
number of closed fingers of tho other hand, and tho 
product Is tho units of the answer sought. 
Now 


take tho total number of open fingers, counting tho 
thumbs ns fingers, of covirso, and multiply it by ten 
nnd mentally set it down in tho ton's place, and the 
result Is complete and correct. ' 


To Illustrate with an example: 
Let us multiply 


eight by eight 
Thus, touch tho mlddlo fingor of 


ono Imncl with tho middle finger of tho other hand. 
Thero aro then two closed fingers on tho hand rep- 
resenting tho multiplicand and two closed fingers on 
tho hand representing the multiplier, which mul- 
tiplied, tho one by tho other, gives four to the units 


of tho product sought. 
Thoro are six open fingers 


1n all to be multiplied by ten for the-tens o'f the 
product, that Is, G4 as the result, and the correct 
answer. 


A raoro advanced course Is also available by 


numbering tho thumbs 11 and the fingers, 12, 13, 
14 and 15, respectively, on each hand, says tho 
Providence Journal. The process Is identical with 
that Just described, with the exception that the open 
instead of tho closed fingers are multiplied for tho 
units, and a hundred added to the result. 


Thus, to multiply 15 by IS, which most of us 


cannot do without pencil and paper, multiply tho 
open fingers of ono hand by the open fingers of 
the other hand for tho units; multiply the sum of 
tho open fingers by 10 for tho tens., and then add a 
hundred, and the total product'is 225, correct ag-ain. 


For numbers from 16 to 20, multiplying- the closed 


fingor unite; add tho open fingers and multiply by 
20, and add 200, and the correct product Is obtained. 


This method Is really very useful, and 
If . one 


will take the very small trouble necessary to' learn 
the rules, ho can become possessed of a valuable 
method of ready calculation that is unequaled with- 
in Its limitations. Women have been much ridiculed 


; for counting on their fingers, but any woman who 


learns this method will find she has an'advantage in 
ready figuring over the average man when it comes 
to tho higher multiplications, at which the superior 
male will not laugh.

The tlowers of the "yareta" . are very thin, only 


about one-eighth of an Inch long-, and are borne in 
small clusters near'the tips of the. branches. The 
fruit resembles a miniature caraway seed. .The 
natives use the plant as fuel. 


OLDE* T WEATHER DIARY 


The. oldest weather diary known to bs in exist- 


ence was kept by a Lincolnshire pars9n, William 
Merle, close on 600,-year3 ago. -From 1337 to 1344 
ho wrote it up, often day by day, In Latin, and his 
manuscript, being on vellum, was someHbw pre- 
served, and is now in the Bodleian Museum. Merle 
did not trouble himself with the popular lore about 
"skyey influences." but stuck to an accurate record 
of facts, in tho spirit at least of the modern weather 
^reporters. And from his jottings It seems that he 
had pretty much the same kind of weather to deal 
with as folks in his parish of Prlsby experience now. 
Contrary to theory, the change's of six centuries 
havo not reduced the number of, wet days in the 
year.—London Chronicle.

2. . Protein-rich foodsj,^—'While bread, and cereals 


come :iiear to fulfilling- one of th« important re- 
quirements of diet—-a'correct proportion, of nutrients 
providing1 fuel only and those useful for body build- 
ing—other foods which provide protein in larger 
proportion as compared with fuel should not be neg- 
lected. These foods Include milk,/meat (except the 
very fattest), fish,;poultry,' eggs; cheese, dried beans, 
cowpeas, peas, -peanuts, and almonds, walnuts and 
other nuts. Nuts of course,- also contain consider- 
able fat. 
Milk is an'absolute essential, not only be- 


cause it contains' a large number of nourishing sub-' 
stances In' forms easily assimilated; but also because, 
In some way not now fully understood, milk seems. 
to promote growth and help the body of a. child make 
good use of other foods. Milk Is rich in most( kinds 
of .mineral matter, particularly lime, useful in. tha 
development of bone and tissue. 


Milk should never be omitted wholly from th«

5. Sweets and desserts.—Sugar, as has been said, 


is a. quickly absorbed fuel food and simple sweets 
have their place In the diet of all children. If not 
served between meals or,at times when they destroy 
the appetite for other needed foods, there is no ob- 
jection to them.

How long may you hope to live? 


Ask Uncle'Sam. 
If 
fair-haired 
:Tittle. Elizabeth, 


who 3aughs merrily as she makes 
brave efforts - to walk upon, her 


sturdy 11-months-old legs, reaches her first birth- 
day without mishap—provided she is a city baby- 
she may hope to live to be more than 67 years old. 


But if Elizabeth's parents join that forlorn army of 


bereaved fathers and mothers, they may know that 
their baby's fate is"that of four or five other tots per 
thousand of the same age In tho city. 


If Henry's parents live In a "rural" community ho 


may expect to live longer than if he were a city boy. 
For if he reaches his second birthday he may hope 
to live tP be approximately 82 years old, while but 
about twenty country boys per thousand die between 
their first and second years.

Elizabeth's cpusln, Sarah, prpvlded she is the same 


age, but lives in the country, may hope to live to be 
62 year* old. If rshe reaches 1 year of age, while the 
chances of her not reaching her flrst birthday aro 
less than three per thousand.

is a simple statement of facts, based upon carefully 
gathered 
statistics, scientifically 
computed under 


the supervision of one of the foremost experts oh the 


j subject in the United State*.

Za other words, the bureau of th« census, Depart- 


ment of Commerce, has just Issued a set of life tables, 
a government publication not only unique in the 
annals of this country's official documents, but one 
•which promises to have far-reaching results. 


In short; the census bureau has compiled a series 


of tables from which it Is possible to determine the 
rate of,mortality per thousand for any one of several 
classified groups during each year of life, and to 
ascertain for tHose surviving each age Interval, the 
average number of years of life yet remaining-. 
. A study of these tables shows many general facts 
of unusual Interest: 


Infant mortality Is still high, despite the efforts' 


of medical science to arrest it. 


Th'e country'baby has a far better chance of life 


than the city baby. 
- 


Girl infants show a smaller rate of mortality in 


their flrst year than do male infants. 


The life of the average female Is longer than that, 


o? the average male by approximately three years. 


With but few exceptions, the rate of mortality is 


lower among native-born whites than among for- 
eign-born whites. 


Practically all tables show the-healthiest "age in- 


tervals" to be those between 10-11 and 11-12 years, 
the lowest rate of mortality b'einff reached for both 
males and females at these ages. 


Tables dealing with the negro population show that 


the rate of mortality among them is far greater than 
among whites and tho expectation of life much 
shorter. 


Great as is the death rate among white Infants, 


that among neffro Infants Is full?" double. 


UURAIj MORTAMTY. 


Of all claases'shown, that of white females in rural 


communities shows the lowest' rate ot mortality. If 
considered for the entire period of life. 


.Heretofore tables .relating to the possibilities of 


.life,; so'far as the United States Is concerned, have 
been issued only by insurance companies, figures con- 
sequently based almost entirely upon risks selected 
through medical examination. 
In tho government 


tables results are based,upon census reports of the 
whole population of the area under consideration. 


That such a subject la worthy of federal study la 


proved by the fact that England, France, Germany, 
Italy, Sweden and other European countries for many 
years have Issued such general life tables. 


•That the work is one which, will prove of value 
may be expected from the fact that it touches directly 
upon the proeent interest In infant mortality and the 
general effort to improve public health conditions. 


• That the -work is accurate is .'assured by the care 


and time expended in'Its preparation as well as In- 
the personnel of the corps directly responsible for its 
publication. 


The single drawback, exists In the fact that tho 


area under observation Is limited. A second series 
of tables Ja already under way, and because it Is the 
intention of the bureau to make these two aeries the 
basis of an exhaustive comparison, It was necessary 
to have both deal with the subject under similar 
conditions. And while many/ states at the time of the 
1910 
census, on which the present series Is baaed, 


had death registration laws, but few had those laws 
at the time of the 1900 census. 


Only those states, therefore, constituting tho orig- 


inal death registration states are considered. These 
are Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, Ne_w Jersey, 
Indiana, Michigan and'the District of Columbia.

Is pointed out, however, that the conditions existing 
In tho area. &mler observation nro probably an Index 


, to those in the rest of the country. 


The Idea of constructing and publishing such lifo 


tables was Initiated by Dr. Cressy. I>. Wilbur, at that 
time chief statistician of the division of vital statis- 
tics. In which division the work was done. Dr. Wil- 
bur, however, resigned to become chief statistician of 
the New York department of health, since which 
time his successor, Richard C. Lappln, has had 
charge pf the work. 


EXPERT DOES WORK. 


Aa has been done In many instances, the services 


of some one specially qualified for tho particular 
work to-be done -were obtained. 
In this instance 


Prof. James W. Glover, who occupies the chair of 
mathematics and Insurance at the University of 
Michigan, was chosen to supervise the preparation.of 
the life tables. 
Assisting him was Miss Elbertle 


Foudray, who aa a "special agent" of tho bureau had 
charge of the force actually engaged in the computa- 
tion. 


In addition, the Actuarial Society of America was 


asked to appoint a special census committee whosa 
advice and approval were sought In determining the 
lines along- which the work ahould proceed. 
Tho 


committee wa.«Tcomposed of John 1C. Gore, chairman; 
Robert Henderson, Arthur Hunter, Emory McClln- 
tock and Henry Moir. 


One"" striking difference exists between the United 


States life tables and those issued by other countries, 
as well as those compiled by Insurance companies. 
Whereas all other tables have been intended primar- 
ily for the scientist only, those just issued hy this 
government, by the addition of special headings and 
a lengthy explanation, have been made intelligible to 
the layman, though at the same time following the 
general.style of the purely scientific works. 


In this way teachers, physicians, public health of- 


ficials and others Interested In the Improvement of 


tho public health will find thlo document of value. It 
Is also pointed out that lawyers will be able to usa 
it advantageously In connection, with the valuation 
of reversions, annuities, retirement funds and old- 
ago pensions. 


TELLS OF TABLES.

In speaking of tho tables, Professor Glover saldl 
"The tables exhibit at each age, among other. • 


things, the rato of mortality per thousand, the cpm- 
plete.expectation of life In years and the average an- 
nual death rato per thousand. It is believed that the 
population and mortality statistics upon'whicl^ these 
- 


values are based warrant confidence in the results. • • 


"Much attentlon_has been given in recent years to 


tho improvement of Infant mortality. 
Owing to tha 


lack of reliable statistics on birth registration in most 
communities, It Is difficult to calculate the rate of 
mortality during the flrst year of life. 
It changes 


very rapidly, decreasing from a monthly rate of about 
40 or BO per 1000 In the flrst month of Ufa to 4 or 5 
per 1000 In the twelfth month ot life. 


"On account of tho Importance of this subject, a 


separate infant mortality table, appearing at the head ; 
of each life table, has been constructed, which shows 
the rato of mortality and other derived values by 
age Intervals of one month. An examination of the 
Infant mortality tables reveals striking and significant 
differences 
In

classes of the general population.

All mortality results are baaed upon the reported 


deaths of three years, from which nrt average was 
obtained. Because the deaths for one year might be ' 
greater or irss than another, this course was found 
advisable.

PEKING, Oct. G.—Because of 
tho liUo Yuan Shl-kal's espousal 
of Confucianism and tho Import- 
ant part thiu religion, or phil- 
osophy, playoil in tho effort to ro- 
sloro the monarchy, ultra-repub- 
lican members of parliament re- 
cently made un attempt to havo • 
Confuctnnlam abolished by legis- 
lation on the thpory that Hiich ac- 
tion «-oii!d grant srcntor free- 
doom of consctenco and Inaura 
thn perpetuity of. the republic. 


- . This step aroused great indlg-- 
nation among the modern ad- 
mirers of Confucius nnd called 
forth a 8ho\vcr of protests. Kan^ 
Tu-wol, tho dlstIiigTil3he<l scholar, 
who Is among the prominent pub- 
licists who opposo tha eradication 
ot Confucianism, teleg-rnphed to 
tho gcnernl government declar- 
ing that tho Confucian religion la 
distinctly the rclitjlon of China, 
and that If It bo rejected Chl- 
ncao would bccomo. Hire brutes. 
"Wlmt would bo tho use of tho 
knees," ho asked, "If they bo not 
employed for the worship of Con- 
fucius." 


Premier Tuan Chl-Jui replied 
that the p-.ibllc has great rever- 
ence for Confucius, but that this 
reverence Is In the hearts of the 
public nnd that tt is no longer 
necessary for them to prostrate 
their body on thn ground to show 
tholr respect for China's great 
sage. ' 


Since the.death of Yuan Shf- 
kal, Confucianism hns continued 
to bo in srroat favor In Peking, 
but Its adherents deny flrmly that 
the revival has anything to do 
with tho momarchieal movement.

Author Applauds Plan 


of Orientals 


That 
China, 
ancient 
empire 


and more recent republic, has, 
throughout tho centuries, spon- 
sored a superior system of agri- 
culture to that employed In Oc- 
cidental lands, IB the assertion of 
Jack London, the writer, in an 
article appearing in the Univer- 
sity of California- farm school 
Journal—The Agricola, 


London writes that he Is meet- 


ing successfully tho problem of 
turning his worn-out hill lands 
Into paying soil through Chinese 
systems, many thousands of years 
old. 
For a long time the land 
lying at an angle foiled his at- 
tempts to raise consistent crops. 
It was only when he learned tha 
farming methods of the Chinese 
that profits of the hill-land have 
resulted from the harvest. 


At his Glen Ellen ranch, Lon- 
don Is reclaiming.the steep land 
soil through the Chinese system 
of crop rotation. 
Instead of ex- 
tensive 
use 
of 
fertilizer—tha 
white 
man's 
method—London 


claims that he is using the crop 
rotation plan with considerable 
success. 
Ho advises American 
fanners to follow hla lead, be- 
lieving that for certain soils the 
Chinese method is the only .ono 
which will bring creditable crops. 


In the article, London accuses 
tho American farmer of being \ 
wasteful, saying that adoption of 
the Oriental plan, after careful 
study of agricultural conditions 
and, of the soils, will do more to- 
ward Intensive success with crops 
than great quantities of fertilizer. 
London's experience with the re- 
tntlon crops was gained on his 
Glen .Ellen ranch.

Automobile Promotes Litigation 


Attorneys are tftking account of the great volume 


of litigation that has come in'with the automobile 
and is growing with strides. Formerly the chief 
initiative of "damage suits was the railroad accident. 
But now the~"automobile suits .outnumber those of 
.the railvyay far and away.. Judges Hunt and Sturte- 
vant used .to be more than equal to all the damage 
compose-the differences and the mayor was called 
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suits .brought. Now there is an overflow/which is 
impartially distributed to other judges. And a 
large proportion of the suits ,brpught is 'fpr injury 
to machines through collision'; There is something 
about an automobile collision that woi'ks up the 
dander, and causes people to go to law in pure tem- 
per. The nuiriber of cases in which owners sue 'for 
revenge and are willing to spend much more than 
they sue for just tp get even is surprising. When 
cpllisions occur one blames the other and a wordy 
war generally takes place, ai^d in,the heat that is 
, thus engendered both often rush off to' the courts. 
Another thing that attorneys notice is that it is not 
as easy-to win an automobile case where personal 
damage is claimed as it was. This is explained by 
the fact that at first comparatively, few owned ma- 
chines, and everybody who was ever made to jump 
by a sudden honk close upon him, or who had to run 
for it to get out of the way-r-the driver whizzing- 
past in apparent unconcern—had it in for auto 
drivers in general. Whenever such a person got a 
chance to even things UP as & juryman or witness 
he was generally ready to. do it.

If the reports of the increasing strength of the 


Mexican revolutionist, Felix Diaz, are correct 
another change in the unhappy condition of af- 
fairs in the southern republic is impending:, which 
inevitably will entail another change, of policy 
on the part of the Wilson administration. Tele- 
graphic despatches are to the effect that 10,000 
Carranzista troops have deserted the de facto 
chief and gone over to the Diaz forces. One col- 
umn of 6000 is lead by General Jose Robles. 
They joined the Diaz movement October 6, after 
the defeat of Tepuacan. General Robles is one 
of the ablest generals in Mexico. He fought for 
some time under Pancho Villa and affiliated 
with Carranza when these two leaders first com- 
promised their quarrels. Another column of 
equal strength deserted under the command of 
General Cesario Castro. 


These defections of Carranza troops mean that 


the Diaz revolution is gaining such strength as 
to rnenace the factional rule of Carranza. The 
latter, within the last few days, has withdrawn 
from 'Mexico City on the excuse that he feared 
violence at the hands of his many enemies in the 
capital. Diazistas have been gaining strength 
rapidly since their leader returned to the south- 
ern states of Oaxaca and Orizaba from his pro- 
longed sojourn in the United States and Cuba. 
Diaz, who is a nephew of the former dictator of 
Mexico, is able to command greater financial as- 
sistance than any other factional leader. He is 
favored by the cientificbs, the friends of th<i late 
General Huerta, the Catholic party and financial 
interests in this country and Great Britain. For- 
eign investors who are anxious to see order re- 


pleted as soon as possible. Money in good roads 
is invested in high permanent values for all the 
people.
